London Regards the News as Much a 


Triumph for Secretary Hay as Cause 


of Relief of International Anxiety, 


Attack on Legations Stopped 


LONDON, July 30—At last the British gov- 


ernment is convinced the ministers are safe. 
All 


doubts vanished when the British consul at Tien 
Tsin confirmed the Brussels, Berlin and Washington 
despatches. 


The feeling of relief and gladness shown by 


the officials was scarcely to be described. 


The despatches are regarded almost as much a 


triumph for Secretary Hay as the relief of interna- 
tional anxiety. 


BRUSSELLS, July 30—A despatch from the 


Russian admiral, Alexieff, dated at Tien Tsin the 
30th, states the latest news confirms the report that 
the foreign ministers at Pekin are out of danger. 


BERLIN, July 30—A despatch from the Ger- 


man legation at Pekin, dated July 21, reports all 
well. 


The German consul at Tien Tsin telegraphs the 


28th, the following: 


"German secretary of legation at Pekin writes, 


the 21st. Thanks for your news. July 19 the 
condition of Cordes was satisfactory. The remain- 
ing members of the legation are all right. 


"The 
guards lost 10 killed .and 14 wounded. 


The houses at the legation were much damaged by 
fire and held by guard. The attack of Chinese 
troops on us ceased the 16th. 


"The 
speediest possible, advance of troops is 


urgently necessary, 


"According to a trustworthy report the body of 


Von Ketteler was buried by the Chinese govern- 
ment." 


Cordes mentioned, is the second interpreter of 


the legation, wounded when Von Ketteler was 
killed. He escaped to the legation. 


Washington, July 30—American Consul Fowler at Ghefoo., cables the 29th: 
"A letter from the German legation the 21st has been received at Tien Tsin. 


The German loss was 10 dead amid 12 w ounded. The Chinese ceased attack on 
the 12th. Von Kettler's body is said to be safe. The Austrian, Italian, Dutch-' 
and Spanish legations are destroyed, and Uie French partially.

London, July 30—The latest news from the far east seems consistent with 


the theory that the Chinese government has *he foreign ministers alive, but 
means to treat them as hostages, while the stories of massacre relate to other 
members of the foreign* colonv at Pekin.

Chinese officialdom, it is alleged, openly speaks of the ministers as host- 


ages, whose fate depends upon the decision of the powers in relation to the 
threatened advance on Pekin. 


Reports are multiplying that a number of the foreigners were alive to a late 


date. Thus Rome reports the Propaganda Fide has been assured of the 
safety of Bishop Favin, while a telegram from Nankin informs his family 
that Prince Caetania of the Italian legation is alive. 


There is no confirmation of the various favorable 
statements, however, 


forthcoming from really independent sources. 


A telegram from Shanghai reports on the authority of a Briton, who has

The Cantdn correspondent of The Daily 


Telegraph says:

come numerous and threatening in Hai 
Nan. 
The taott and the local manda- 


rins are terror stricken, and decline to 
protect foreigners. 
All the mission- 


aries, except three, have left with their 
wives and families. 
The native* of the 


Nodoa district of the island were so 
frightened that they all joined the ranks 
of the Triads. 


Serious disturbances are expected be- 


tween Aug. 1 and Aug. 15, during the 
festival to be held to appease the shades 
of the dead. 
The Boxers are charging 


large sums to the Chinese for passports 
from Pekin to Tien Tsin. 
Lao Yun Fu, 


the black ftag chief, has refused 
to 


march on PeKln unless Viceroy Tak Su 
will furnish htm with 20,000 soldiers. 


The Shanghai correspondent of the 


Daily Telegraph says he is stiH firmly 
convinced that the ministers are safe; 
but, with the exception of an alleged 
message from the Japanese legation in 
Pekin, dated July 19. brought by a run- 
ner, sayln-g that the legation wes still 
defending itselt, nothing has yet been 
published -giving anything in the nature 
of proof. 


On the other hand, the daily-increas- 


ing reports of fhe massacre of mission- 
aries and foreigners leave only the most 
slender thread upon which to hang a 
hope. 


The general situation is slightly be- 


coming darker, and a crisis is said to be 
•last approaching:. 
It is rumored in 


Shanghai that 10,000 Chinese troops have 
been secretly moved into that vicinity, 
and that the commander of the Klans 
Yu forts has been ordered to fire, if any 
further addition is made to the num- 
ber of foreign ships ascending the river. 
Rioting has already occurred at Kiu 
Kaang, the mobs threatening, death to 
the foreigners. 


With the arrival of the second Japan- 


ese division, the allied forces at Taku 
and Tien Tstn will number 70,000. 
The 


river floods near Tien Tsin are diminish- 
ing. 


It is reported that Russians from Har- 


bin have arrived at a point 150 miles 
north of Pekin, after sever fighting. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Dailyj Express says: A ne-nj imperial 
edict urgently orders all viceroys and 
provincial governors to endeavor to ne- 
gotiate peace with the powers, whose 
ministers are "held as hostages pending 
the result of the overtures for the aban- 
donment of hostilities against China." 


The viceroys are also commanded to 


guard their territories vigilantly against 
attack and to prevent, by all means in 
their'power, the advance of the foreign 
troops, especially along the Yang Tss 
Kiang-. The decree says that the officials 
•will answer with their lives for any fail- 
ure to execute these orders. 


Commands are also given that not a 


single foreigner shall be allowed to es- 
cape from the interior, where there a- e 
still fully 2000 Europeans, connected with 
missionary work, in isolated situations 


Sh'eng now admits that he has tele- 


grams since July 19 announcing that 
every foreigner in Pao Ting Fu was mur- 
dered, including 40 British, French and 
American missionaries, and announcing 
also that two French Jesuits and 1000 
converts have been massacred at Kwang

WASHINGTON OFFICIALS- 


WAITING FOR NEWS. 


Washington, July 
30.—There is a i 


fcrpwin-g expectation at the state depart- 
ment that news of the utmost importance 
may be forthcoming at any moment 
from Pekin. It was even thought that 
something might be received Sunday, 
but thle hope was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. The few cablegrams that were 
received referred' to minor matters and 
did not touch at all upon conditions in 
the Chinese capital. 


It IB believed that the basis for this 


expectation is the knowledge on the 
part of the officials that certain ma- 
chinery heretofore set In motion may re- 
sult In the operilng up of communication 
throu-gh some secret but reliable chan- 
nels. It Is known that a second "effort 
kas been made by our own government 
to get another message from- Mr. Con- 
ger, and that nearly all of the powers 
also have resorted to private agencies in 
their own interest with a like •,object. 
The- fact has just been developed that 
•ne of the last acts of'Colonel LIscum 
before h4s death at Tien Tain wag to un- 
dertake the dispatch of a spy to Pekin. 
General Dorward, the British command- 
Inif officer at Tien Tsin, also s&nt out two 
m&ssengers, and it Is believed that the 
Japanese did the same. 


Up to date not one of these messengers 


kas returned to Tif-n Tsin, nor has there 
fcsen a single word heard from any of 
them. This fact, 
however, has not 


caused the abandonment" of hope, and 
this Is true in particular of the message 
expected from 
Mr. Conffer.

Wu Is perhaps the baels for this hope on 
eur part, and he maintains an unshaken 
confidence in his original assertion that 
the news when it does come will show 
that the legutloners are alive.

Tha Ninth infantry on the right 


were east of the south gate, protecting 
th*> allied forces from 
flanking- 
fire. 


After being under fire for IB hours they 
were withdrawn to the outer mud wall 
at night. Ninth infantry had 16 killed, 
69 wounded, one missing, out of 420 en- 
gaged at this point. Company A, posted 
at the railroad station east of the Pei Ho, 
was exposed to a heavy shrapnel fire, 
losing two killed and seven wounded in 
addition to the foregoing.

HUMBERT ASSASSINATED 


Shot Down in Streets of Monza and Expired 


in a Few Minutes. His Assassin 


Barely Saved from Fury of Mob 


Monza, Italy, July 30.—King Hum- 


bert has been assassinated. 
He was 


shot hfcre Saturday evening: by a man 
named Angelo Bressi, and died lu a few 
minutes. 


The king had been attending a dis- 


tribution of prizes in connection with a 
gymnastic competition. 
He had just 


entered his carriage, with his aicle-de- 
catnp, amid the cheers of the crowj, 
when be was struck by three revolver 
shots, fired in quick succession. 


XING EUMBEET. ' 


One pierced the heart of his majesty, 


who fell back and expired in a few min- 
utes. 


The assassin was immpdiately ar- 


rested, and was, with some difficulty, 
saved from the fury of the populace. 


He gave his narneias Angelo Bressi, de- 


scribing himself as of Prato, in Tuscany. 


Rome, July 30.—The news of the ter- 


rible event did not arrive here until 
after midnight. 
Signor Saracco, the 


premier, immediately summoned a meet- 
ing of,the cabinet, and the ministers will 
start at the earliest possible moment for 
Monza.

«oz2le of the cannon. Private Ruppert 
Mood facing the gun, ramrod in hand. 
Balsley also faced the gun and a number 
of soldiers and civilians were gathered 
around, despite the commands to keep 
back. 


Suddenly some one said: "Watch 


them scatter." There was a flash of 
powder on the ground. The flame was 
communicated to the powder which was 
being- forced into the cannon and the gun 
was discharged.

London, July 30.—Angelo Bressi, the 


assassin of King Humbert, according to 
a special dispatch from Rome, 
dated 


today, is an anarchist. 


King Humbert was shot at 10:45 o'clock 


Saturday evening, and died at 11:30. 
The murderer cynipally avowed the 
crime. 


Humbert I, King of Italy, was born at 


Turin, March 14, 1844, and was the eld- 
est son of King Victor Emmanuel II of 
Italy and of Archduchess Adelaide of 
Austria. 


During the War for Italian Independ- 


ence Humbert was his father's constant 
companio-n, and aided in reorganizing tha 
ancient kingdom of the two Sicilies. 
In 


1866, when Italy fought with Austria, the 
prince took the field as commander of a 
division in-General Cialdini's army, and 
was present at the disastrous battle ot 
Custozza, June 23, 1S68. 
His division 


covered the retreat of the Italian army 
at this time. 
After Rome was occupied 


in 1S70 by Italian troops, he took up his 
residence there, and upon the death ot 
his father, Jan. 9, 1887, succeeded to the 
throne of Italy. 


King Humbert was considered a pa« 


> 


triot, out not a great statesman. 
He 


would, no doubt, have proved a great 
soldier if he had placed his armies in the 
field. ' But for statecraffhe had neither 
the inclination nor the genius. 


His people seemed to think that h« 


might have done more than he did to 
extricate the country from the lament- 
able maze of complications in which it 
found itself. But King Humbert was a 
constitutional, not an absolute, monarch. 


King Humbert was a strong soldier, 


but not a -strong king. The affairs of 
Italy seemed to have very nearly slipped 
beyond his grasp, except as they were 
military affairs. In the first place, ha 
was not ambitious. He was a kind- 
hearted,, 
good-natured, easy-going, 


quick-tempered man, brave to the last 
degree, but fonder of hia own ease and 
pleasure than of guiding the policy of a 
kingdom. 


Were Italy in danger from an armed 


foe King Humbert would ask no better 
fortune than to fight for her. He would 
be In the front of the fray, and he would 
give his life without fear and without re- 
gret. 


It was said of him that he would have 


given up his kingship without regret if 
he could do so honorably and if the deed 
would benefit his county. He w»ild 
rather be a general in his'own army train 
the sovereign of the state. What he 
cared for most were his army, his horses 
and the pleasures of the chase. 


His chief, perhaps his only luxury, was 


his stable. 
He kept 3UO horses at the 


Quirinal, and many others at the palaces 
throughout the country, and he had a 
stud farm in the north. 


He was passionately fond of hunting, 


and hardly less fond of the turf. 
For 


the peculiar respcnsibilities and privi- 
leges of the crown he cared 'little, so 
little that he never put on the robes of 
'kingship when he could avoid them, and 
he had rarely been known to sit upon the 
throne, he preferred always to stand on 
the steps of the dias.

Tie season for jellies Js at hand and 


some suggestion upon jelly making- in 
general will be timely. In the first place 
it should be undei stood that not all fruit 
can be usea successfully to make jelly. 
- 
. | The substance in the fruit Juice that 
ne 18 
i makes jelly is, knowp as pectin, and 


i some fruit juices are practically dt-void 


of tbis property. The lack ol knowledge 
on this point leads to the making of 
many so-called jtllies which are in 
reality nothing Kioro nor less tlian a 
thick syrup. 
Thit you may not fall into this error 


let ma suggest that combinations of 
fruits may be made that will keep you 
out of- trouble. For 
instance, rasp- 


berries, strawberries a^.d churies need 
the addition of currants to secure a per- 
fect jelly, while barberries, p^cuihes and 
pears need apples, plums oi quinces to 
secure the same desired lesult. Black- 
berries, currants, grapes and apples need 
no assistance fiom other fruits. One 
other suggestion: fruit juice that is ob- 
tained \vithout any pressure makes the 
clearest jelly, and where pressure ie 
Used in straining it is well to pass the 
Juice through a second and much finea 
strainer. Another point well to remem- 
ber is that jellies are of finer flavor when 
the juice is not boiled Ions with the 
sugar, while It is always well to maka 
but a small quantity at one time. Let 
me sugtg-est several receipes tor jelly 
making that have proved their worth 
time and again and in all climatas. 


BLACKBERRY .TELLY. 


[ 
If possible get the wild berries, is they 


are of much better flavor. Mash the 
berries and beat them slowiy until ail 
the juice is drawn out and strain twice, 
aa suggested above. Allow a scant cup- 


I ful of sugar for each cupful of juice, 


I heating the sugar m the oven. Boil the 


juice for fifteen minutes, then add the 
hot sugar and boil until it thickens. In 


' pouring into glasses set them in hot 
| water and fill to the brim. Set away in 
, a dry place when properly covered -with 
, prepared paper. 
BARBERRY JELLY. 


Pick over the berries and wash th«m, 


put them into the preserving kettle, al- 
lowing three pints of water and a dozen 
quartered and corned sour apples to 
every four quarts of, barberries. Boil 
slowly until apples and berries are soft; 


. then turn into a bag and-let drip, if you 


wish the clearest jelly possible; boil the 
juice thus obtained fifteen or twenty 
minutes, skimming, if necessary, and 
then add a cupful of sugar for every cap- 
ful of juice; continue boiling until it 
jellies, pour inSo glasses and in a day or 
two cover and set arway. 


GRAJ>E JELX.Y. 


"Wild grapes when they are hardly ripa 


are by far the best for Jelly and should 
be used if it is possible to obtain them. 
Pick the grapes from the stems care- 
fully, wash g-ently, mash and heat them 
slowly until the juice is all extracted; 
put in a bag and let drip; take this juice 
and boil fifteen minutes, skim, add a 
little more than equal quantity of sugar 
if "wild grapes are used, boil until it 
jellies and then put in tumblers, as noted 
above. 
APPLE JELLY. 


In making apple jelly use only tart 


apples, and it is well to let the quartered 
fruit, stand in cold-water over night be- 
fore'Stewmg. I have also found that the 
juice andfgrated rtnfl of a lemon added 
to a dozen apples Js a greait improve- 
ment. In other respects the rules given 
above for other jellies should govern 
your action. 
Nothing gives more pleasure to the 


housewife than good jellies, and the 
recipes giv&n here will please all. 


SAUSAGE. 


"We are &o accustomed to buying at tiia- 


mark&t botonga sausage that few stop 
to think that they can maKe this pop- 
ular lunch dish- 
If you have a large 


family the ext»erimt>nt-.is worth trying. 
Take ten pounds of beef and four pounds 
of fresh pork, at least two-thirds of both 
being lean and n«t more than one~ 
third being fat meat; chop very fine ami 
mix well together; season with 
sftc 


ounces of^inc salt, one ounce of black 
ptpp'.-i, half an ounce of cayenne, one 
table-spoonful of powdered cloves and 
om ounce of garlic minced very fine. 
Have ready some large skins properly 
cleans-:! and prepared (th-ey should be 
berr pfet^s), and wash them well in salt 
and vinegar; fill them with the abQva 
mixture and secure the ends by tying 
with fine strong twine. 
Make a brine 


or salt and water strong enough to bear, 
up an egg, put in the sausages and let 
t'.iom lie for three weeks, turning them. . 
daily; then take out wipe them dry, 
hang them up and smoke them as you. 
would a ham. When smoked 
suffi- 


ciently, wipe with sweet oil a-nd putaway 
for uee. 


ALMOND CUSTARD. 


Scald and blanch half a pound of 


shelled sweet almonds and three ounces 
of shelled butter almonds, throwing! 
tl.em as you do so into a large dishi 
of cold water; then pound them in 
a mortar, pouring in at times a little 
1031 water to prevent their oiling and 
becoming dark colored. 
Melt a quar- 


ter of a pound of sugar in a quart of 
cream and gradually stir in the almonds" 
beat ten eg-gs very light and add them, 
by degrees to the mixture, stirring in at 
the same time some powdered nutmeg 
and a teaspoonf ul of powd-ered mace ahdf 
cinnamon mixed. Place in a double 'boil- 
er, and, stirring constantly, let it l»eil 
uatil it becomes quite thick, but not tilt 
it curdles; pour into a cnstai-d bowl and 
let it cool. Serve cold in custard'cups.

To the 
water add three-quarters of a box of 
gelatine, soaked well, one tablespoonful 
of good table sauce and salt and pepper 
to taste. To the chicken meat add a 
hard boiled ess and pour over the 
sfcrained liquor. Stir well together and 
pour into a. mold. Set away in a oold 
place and let it harden before using on 
the table. 


FISH TOA.STT (INDIA). 


Select any left-over white fish, aa 


halibut, cod or haddock, remove all the 
bones and skin, add a liberal piece of 
butter and-"poun<Jfto a paste in a mortar. 
When-smooth add a little anchovy sauce 
or anchavy butter, a littie curry powder, 
a spoonful of lemon juice and a little 
celery salt.

AMEER OF AFQHAOTSTAN. 


dependence of Afghanistan against un- 
provoked aggression on the part of any 
foreign power so long as the ameer 
does not act against the advice of the 
British government in matters affect- 
ing diplomatic relations with other 
powers. Great Britain pays the ameer 
18 lakhs of rupees as an annual subsi- 
dy by virtue of Sir Mortimer Durand's 
treaty of 1893 with the ameer, and in 
addition she helps Afghanistan by pre- 
senting her with war materials from 
time to time. She allows the ameer 
to have his political agent and repre- 
sentative at the court of the viceroy 
of India, and the ameer is entitled to 
Import all kinds of goods, including 
war materials, into the country. 


In return for these pledges given by 


the British empire in India the ameer's 
obligatjens are as follows: He is bound 
by b*e word and by treaties to be a 
true friend and ally to the Indian em- 
pire. He pledges himself not to com- 
municate with any foreign power with- 
out first consulting with the Indian 
government 
He must also have a 


British agent at Kabul. This British 
agent, however, must always be a 
Mohammedan, a subject of the Indian 
government, and no member of his 
staff is to be a European. Besides his 
political agent, who represents him at 
the court of the viceroy, the ameer has 
several private commercial agents in 
India and in England. There Is no ex- 
tradition tteaty between Afghanistan 
and other nations. Hence an offender 
is never given up to his own country 
against his will. 
' 


There is much controversy on the 


point of British help being afforded 
to the ameer against unprovoked for- 
eign aggression. 
Some British politi- 


cians say, "We are the sole Judges as 
to what extent and the manner in 
which we should give such assistance 
to the ruler of Afghanistan in the case 
of Russian or any other aggression." 
Others say, "We are bound by our 
Word and pledges to give the ameer 
every assistance necessary to prevent 
en unprovoked foreign invader from 
entering his territories." There is an- 
other point on which some of the great- 
est statesmen are puzzled—namely, the 
ameer's objection to the introduction of 
railways. 
They say, "If the ameer 


does not take our advice and construct 
a railway from Kandahar to Herat, it 
will bo well nigh impossible to send an 
army from the Indian frontier to He- 
rat, a distance of nearly 400 miles, 
to meet a Russian advancing force 
having a distance of about 60 mjles 
only to traverse to Herat." 


I may here mention that the ameer's 


idea of such assistance is baaed on the 
belief that "a bird in the hand is worth 
two in the bush." He wishes to get 
as much money and war material from 
England as possible before the time 
of a Russian attack on his dominions. 
In the first place he is a little doubtful 
as to the amount of help be would get 
at such a time. In the second place he 
Bays that he does not require an army 
to help him. He rules over a large 
population of hfs own subjects, who 
nre born warriors, and all that is re- 
quired to turn them into a strong and 
powerful army, able to face any for- 
eign aggressor, is to supply them with 
modern weapons and to Iny up money, 
stores and provisions for the time of 
emergency whenever It should arise. 
Any weakness or neglect of precaution- 
ary measures therefore would moat 
eurely reflect upoh Great Britain's In- 
dian possessions. I assert, in the words 
of the ameer himself, that he wishes 
his own troops only to defend his coun- 
try, and he would no more like an 
English army to enter Afghanistan un- 
der any pretense of assistance thair he 
would welcome one from Russia,

I need 
only allude to the marvelous coalfields 
of Shansi, with seams 80 feet thick, 
which the Peking syndicate is about 
to work; to the resources of Shaug- 
tuug, where I have seen a German 
missionary map marked in all direc- 
tions with notes of gold, coal, iron aad 
other materials; also to the coalfielda 
and iron mines of Hanyang and other 
places on the Yang4se and the many 
other districts where minerals have 
been found to show that the riches of 
China in this direction are incalculable. 
All of these vast stores of underground 
wealth belong to the Chinese govern- 
ment 


There is a great field for .mechanical 


engineers in most of the old and all 
of the new concessions and setttle- 
ments in supplying water to the Euro- 
pean community. At a place like Han- 
kow, for instance, where there are no 
waterworks at all, there is not only the 
European community, but the Chinese 
on the other side of the river, who 
would be glad of waterworks. At pres- 
ent all water has to be boiled before 
use and is even then unpleasant 
There is already a project under way 
for supplying Canton with water. For 
mining machinery, engines, pumps and 
all other plants of this description there 
is a great demand, and only capital 
and capable mechanical engineers ara 
needed to give a great impetus to the 
manufacture of these goods. 


The abundance of coal and iron in 


China makes it absolutely certain, that 
that country will some day become a 
great competitor with the rest'of the 
world in the industrial market But 
so far from fearing this competition, 
we should reflect that if we are wise 
and take time by the forelock China 
will for many years to come be an 
enormous buyer of machinery and tool 
steel, while before the necessary re- 
action can come about, and we begin 
to feel the effects of her competition, 
China will have become so rich that 
the increased amounts of our products 
which she will take in one direction 
will cotmterbalance our losses else- 
where. 


Of course It Is the-aim of every camp- 


Ing out party to burden itself as light- 
ly as possible, but there are a few nec- 
essary things that must not be forgot- 
ten. You may be able to get on with- 
out a saucepan, writes Sallie Joy White 
in the August Woman's Home Com- 
panion, but you must have a kettle to 
hang over your flre gypsy fashion, a 
tin dish holding one quart or three 
pints—the latter size is the better— 
and a tin cup. You must unless you 
are to be near a village where yon can 
get the things as you go into camp, 
take some flour, meal, salt pepper, salt 
pork, crackers and a small box of bak- 
ing powder. Usually milk, eggs and 
butter may be obtained from the farm- 
houses in the vicinity of the camp, but 
'if milk is not easily obtainable there is 
always condensed milk, which is a 
good substitute. If you find a difficul- 
ty in' obtaining butter, the best way 
will be to carry it to camp with you, 
and you may do this safely and easily 
by cutting the top crust from a loaf of 
bread, removing all the soft portion 
from the inside of the loaf and packing 
the cavity thus made with butter, 
pressing it down as solidly and firmly 
as possible; then cover with the top 
crust wrap in a clean cloth and tie it 
to hold the cover in place. To keep 
the butter cool and hard while in camp 
put it in a tin pail, closely covered, and 
get the pail in the brook or spring, ty- 
ing it to a sapling or some other object 
on the bank to keep it from overturn- 
ing or floating away.

MORE STRIKE: TROUBLE 


John Trainor Fined $15 for 


Intimidation of Shoe 


Worker 


THREATENING ALSO CHARGED 


But Case Nol Pressed. Many Witnesses 


Testify as to Hints of Trouble to 


be Made by Strikers This 


Week 


John Trainor, who came here from 


Lynn to work in N. L. Millard's shoe 
shop in place of the striking- cutters, 
and was discharged some time ago be- 
cause it was claimed that he was in 
league with the strikers, and who has 
since been here working in their in- 
terests, was before the court today 
charged vrih intimidation and threat- 
ening. W. H. Whitney, who is em- 
ployed now in the cutting room, was 
the man whom it was claimed he in- 
timidated. Lawyer Wood of Pittsfield 
appeared for the prosecution, and law- 
yer Magei.is of this city for the de- 
fense. 


The trial lasted till aftej 3 o'clock 


this afternoon, many witnesses from 
the shop tppearing. Mr. Whitney and 
N. L. Millard were the chief witnesses 
the others being Foreman Swazy, 
Aubrey Marshall, E. C. Forbush, Fran- 
cis E. Webster, Joseph E. Rice, Mr. 
Babsy and Mr. Leavitt. 


The evidence showed that Trainor 


had approached Whitney, and told him 
that he was afraid the strikers could 
not be restrained after today, and that 
there was going to be trouble, which 
Whitney would do well to avoid by 
leaving. The other witnesses testified 
to attempts by Trainor to 
influence 


them or others, which did not bear di- 
rectly on the case before the court. 


Lawyer Wood made a point of what 


he claimed was the promise of precon- 
certed trouble this week, trying to 
show that the strikers had planned to 
take matters into their own hands at 
this time. 


Mr. Millard on the stand said that he 


had brought aboitt SO men here, of 
whom about half had been sent away 
by the strikers or gone away, and that 
he had now about 30 working in the 
cutting- room. 


The arguments in the case were made 


this afternoon, and were lengthy on 
both sides. Justice Woodhead who was 
on the bench found Trainor guilty on 
the charge of intimidation, and fined 
hirr $15. 


The charge of threatening was nol 


pressed. 


The statement was made by one of 


the witnesses that Trainer had told 
him that he, Trainor, was receiving $15 
fc- his services in the interest of the 
strikers. 


The defense in the case introduced no 


testimony, an effort to examine Mr. 
Whitney as- a witness for the defense 
being stopped by the court on, the 
ground that his evidence had already 
been given.

A further complication in the differ- 


ences between W. R. Sanford and Glen 
C. Stlmson is a suit brought by c. F. 
David, a newspaper man ol Abington, 
against Mr. Stimson for 312000. This is 
for alleged breach of contract.

The Fate of Admiral t>m&> 


Admiral John Byng waa the fourth 


son of the Earl of Torrlngton and serv- 
ed In the British navy, rising to be 
admiral of the red in 1748, when he 
was 44 years old. In 1756 he was sent 
jvith a badly equipped fleet to relieve 
Minorca, threatened by the French. 
He reached Minorca after the French 
had got there. His second In com- 
mand, Bear Admiral West, drove them 
back, while Byng kept his ships out of 
uction. In a day or two he sailed to 
Gibraltar, leaving Minorca to Its fate. 
He waa tried for treachery and cow- 
ardice, but acquitted. The court mar- 
tial convicted him of not having done 
his best to relieve the Island, and un- 
der tho application of article 12 of tha 
British naval code of those days ho 
was condemned to be shot The min- 
isters took him arf a scapegoat, and he 
was shot on the quarter deck of hit 
own flagship, the Monarque, In Porto- 
mouth harbor on March 14,1757.

ANCJENT ARITHMETIC. 


Examples Tbat Wer« Used In 


S,6OO Years Ago. 


Probably -Hie oldest copy book for 


home lessons in arithmetic was recent- 
ly unearthed in Egypt The papyrus, 
which was found in excellent condi- 
tion, dates from the period about 1700 
B. C.—that is, about 100 years before 
the time of Moses, or almost 8.60& 
years ago. It proves that the Egyp- 
tians had a thorough knowledge of 
elementary mathematics almost to the 
extent of our o\ra. The papyrus has 
a long heading, "Direction how to at- 
tain the knowledge of all dark things," 
etc. 
Numerous examples show that 


their principal operations with entire 
units and fractions were made by, 
means of addition and multiplication. 
Subtractions .and divisions were not 
known in their present form, but cor- 
rect results were obtained nevertheless. 


Equations ,&re also found in the pa- 


pyrus. Among the examples given is 
this one: Ten measures of barley are 
to be divided among ten persons in 
such a manner that each subsequent 
person receives one-eighth of a meas- 
ure lees than the pne before him. An- 
other example given is: There are sev- 
en men, each one has seven cats, each 
cat has eaten seven mice, each mouse 
has eaten seven grains of barley, each 
grain of barley would, if cultivated, 
have yielded seven measures of barluy. 
How much barley has been lost in that 
way? 


The papyrus also contains calcula- 


tions of area, the calculation of the 
area of a circle and its transformation 
Into a square, and finally calculations 
of the cubic measurements of pyra- 
mids.—Philadelphia Record.

"The most-ingenious murder I ever

j In St. Nicholas Mary Shears Roberts 
recounts the successes of the famous 
dwarf Tom Thumb. There have been 
smaller dwarfs, bat none brighter or 
more intelligent than our tiny Yankee, 
who was never more than three feet 
talL He was born in Bridgeport, Conn., 
in 1832 or thereabouts, of "poor but 
honest parents." His real name was 
Charles S. Stratton, and although his 
relatives always called him Charley he 
was known to the world at large as the 
one and only "General Tom Thumb." 
Under the management of Mr. P. T. 
Barnum out small hero traveled all 
over and ail around the earth, making 
two colossal fortunes, one for himself 
and one for his manager. On Jan. 18, 
1844, he set sail for Europe to try his 
fascinations on kings and queens and 
princes.

In those days a voyage across tha 


Atlantic was a much more important 
event than it is now, and you may ' 
rest assured that Mr. Barnum made 
great capital of this 19 days' journey.' 
The party consisted of the manager, 
the "General," his parents, his tutor 
and a French naturalist, and a brass 
iband escorted them to Sandy Hook. 
'This fact was duly heralded in the 
iLondon newspapers,.to which was add- 
ed the statement that "on leaving New 
|Tork the dwarf was escorted to the 
packet by no less than 10,000 persons."

Agent* of Death, us Their Tne«> 


1 UotnaJn In the Victim Indeanltelr> 
' Poinona In IfoYel* and Pl«iy«, 


, "A roeeni newspaper article," saM a 
physician, "called attention to two 
curious facts, or rather, alleged facts, 
about peipon. First, that it is BO sel- 
dom resorted to by murderers, and, 
'second,, that its use te almost invaria- 
bly foU^wed by detection. One might 
answer both sta&sments with the ques- 


How 4o wes-tao;>v;? How do we 
that tho .few chimsy eases that 
to lighttrepreserrt. the sum of that 


kind, of crime? 


"It is undeajteoly true that there are 


certain <frugs which, if administered 
iwith skill, would be almost impossible 
'to detect. Their, symptoms are practi- 
cally identical with those of familiar 
diseases, and a little while after death 
they decompose, change form and dis- 
appear. 


"It would be,,possible, too, to innocu- 


late a victim with the germs of some 
'deadly malady. He would then go to 
ihis grave with a real case of coneump- 
'tion or pneumonia „ or lockjaw, and 
there would be nothing to arouse the 
shadow of suspiQion. I believe firmly 
that such crSni'ep are committed and 
never dteco^eered, ..but I believe also 
that they'are very*rare. The real safe- 
guard of a. community lies in the fact 
that so few murderers possess the req- 
uisite skill. 


"Educated people seldom commit de- 


liberate murder," continued the doctor, 
"and the uneducated mind instinctive- 
ly associates poisou with two sub- 
stances—arsenic and strychnifie. They, 
are the deadly drugs most famfllar to 
the public, and fortunately they are 
easily detected. Murder by arsenic ia 
Infinitely clumsy. To begin With, the 
symptoms are marked and peculiar; 
being a metallic product, its traces re- 
main in the body an indefinite time. 


"Last summer a woman in Barce- 


lona, Spain, confessed that she had 
poisoned her sister with arsenic 15 
years before. The grave was opened 
and the coffin found to contain nothing 
but dust and ashes, but a chemical test 
showed unmistakably the presence of 
the drug. 


"Mrs. Majrbriok was accused of kill- 


ing her husband with arsenic, and the 
test revealed it plainly not only In the 
remains, but in certain medicines. The 
demonstration was so conclusive that 
she finally arose in court and admitted 
giving him a 'white powder,' but insist- 
ed that she followed his own express 
directions. 


"One of the most ingenious cases of 


poisoning I ever heard of occurred 
some years ago in another state. A 
young physician plotted to kill a 
iwealthy farmer. He knew the latter 
was taking quinine for a cold and, 
meeting him one day, asked to see 
what size capsules he used. 
While 


pretending to examine them, he slip- 
ped in one containing strychnine. The 
farmer happened on it nearly a week 
later and died In convulsions. An au- 
topsy revealed tLe poison, but the af- 
fair was a deep mystery until the doc- 
tor committed suicide, leaving a writ- 
iten confession. 
' "The poisonings that occur in novels 
and on the stage are usually very 
amusing to a student of toslcology," 
said the physician in conclusion. "I 
remember in 'Sam'l of Posen,' which 
was produced with such success by M. 
B. Curtis, the drummer hero was tem- 
porarily knocked out by a poisoned ci- 
gar. He took two or three whiffs, and 
over he rolled. I -would like very much 
to know the name of the drug that 
would produce that sort of effect 


"Nearly all the poisoning in fiction ia 


equally surprising. 
There is a well 


known English romance in which the 
heroine Inhales the fragrance of a 
bunch of roses and instantly falls dead. 
Needless to say, the poisoned perfume 
is wholly unknown to science. 


, "Another story— But I could keep 
on citing instances all night History 
Isn't much better. Most of the yarns 
of the Borgias and Medicis are pure 
moonshine, especially those about poi- 
'soned gloves, poisoned tapers and oth- 
er applications of drugs or things that 
are touched or handled. 


"The tale of the book which was 


anointed on the margins with some 
deadly substance that killed the per- 
son who moistened his fingers to turn 
the leaves has'possibly a foundation In 
truth, but, I confess, I would be pua- 
eled to know how to prepare such a 
volume. Almost anything that might 
,be used would instantly betray itself 
by Its taste. 


"In the middle ages powdered grass 


Is said to have been a favorite material 
jWith which to 'doctof' food, and you'll 
find some Interesting data on the sub- 
ject in the autobiography of Cellini, 
the goldsmith. It is occasionally used 
jby negroes right here In the south. Of 
course, powdered glass isn't a true 
poison. It sometimes kills by setting 
|up internal inflammation. Oftener it

After Death Their Spirits, They Say, 


Are Carried to Heaven In the Smoke 
From Their Bnrulnar Bodies—Thone 
Not Burned Turn to Owl*. 
J. K. Meekinson, formerly a govern- 


ment special agent, says that the Mo- 
haves are the most superstitious tribe 
of North American Indians. 


"The Mohaves," said he, "believe in 


a god Mat-o-we-lla. He IB the maker 
ot all things. He has a son, whom they 
call Mtis-zarn-ho, who is king of tbe Go- 
parted spirits. Mut-o-we-lia, they i-uy, 
conducts the movements of the bun, 
moon and stjttre. 
He bends tho nun 


and the sunshine and decides whether 
the season shall bring feast or famine. 
He guards the hunting ground. Mas- 
uarn-ho h&s full charge of affairs in 
heaven, or White Mountain, aa they 
call it 


"They believe that the spirit dead go 


up to White Mountain in smoke and 
that all the personal property destroy- 
ed in the flames with the deceased will 
go with him. There pots are constant- 
ly boiling, filled with the choicest 
things to eat. They invariably cremate 
their dead that Mas-zam-ho may be 
appeased, and the funeral pyre is made 
ready for the corpse asisoon as life is 
extinct, in order that the spirit journey 
to White Mountain may be accelerated. 


"I witnessed about 12 months ago the 


cremation of an influential subchief, 
whose death was deeply mourned. The 
funeral pyre was made near the tem- 
porary village, just off the reservation 
at Fort Mobave. Shortly after night- 
fall all the lahabitants of the village 
gathered about the pyre. 
The body, 


wrapped In a gorgeous Mohave blanket, 
with the fringes artistically worked in 
beads, was carried on the shoulders of 
four braves from the lodge to the plat- 
form of inflammable firewood. 


"Following the pallbearers came the 


women and children and near rela- 
tives. The family group crouched near 
the pyro. The chief of the medicine 
men offered first words of praise and 
thanks to Mat-o-wc-lia for making the 
elements favorable to an easy passage 
and then a supplication to Mas-aam-bo 
to receive the spirit of the departed 
chieftain with due honors at White 
Mountain. 


"Then the dead body was placed on 


the pyre, the fire -was lighted, the crac- 
kling flames swept fiercely up about 
the corpse, and the spirit was on its 
w&y to its eternal home on White 
Monurtain. Friends and relatives chant- 
ed songs of lamentation and moaned 
piteously while the flames devoured 
the body. At short intervals the four 
pallbearers cas"t upon the flames per- 
•onal property of the deceased in tbe 
expectation of its going up in binoke 
with him to White Mountain, thereby 
adding to his comfort 


"The mourners also contributed some 


of their choicest personal belongings, 
so that in his new and eternal home 
the absent one might have about him 
remembrances of their affection. To 
the women of the immediate family 
was granted tee privilege of contribut- 
ing portions of tlieir hair to the flames. 
After the incineration was complete 
Mohave etiquette forbade the friends 
and relatives to eat salt or wash them- 
selves for four days. 


"It is a belief firmly fized in the Mo- 


have mind that all Mohaves who die 
and are not cremated turn into owls. 
When an owl is heard hooting at night 


| near their village, they think it is the 


spirit of some dead Mohave returned. 
If by chance an owl falls Into their 
bands, the bird is properly cremated, 
in the belief that the wandering spirit 
of its Moha,ye occupant will thereby be 
quieted apd thus enabled to approach 
Mas-zam-ho, confident that its petition 
to be allowed to enter the promised 
land a,nd thereafter rest In peace 
among the other good Indians of White 
Mountain cannot be refused. 


"Until very recently the Mohaves 


held yearly a mourning festival. It 
was the annual burning of personal 
property in honor of the departed mem- 
bers of the tribe. At the hour deemed 
most propitious by the medicine men 
to both Mat-o-we-lia and to Mas-zam- 
ho the Mohaves assembled in an open 
spot near their village, a high knoll 
usually being selected. The pyre had 
been prepared as though for the crema- 
tion of tbe dead. When the fire was 
hottest, each member of the tribe con- 
tributed to the flames some bit of per- 
sonal property held in choice esteem. 


"As the £hick smoke floated sky- 


ward tbe mourning Indians were con- 
eoied for the loss of objects of personal 
adornment, apparel or of banting im- 
plements by their firm belief that the 
curling smoke rings were wafted 
straight to Mas-zam-ho, king of the de- 
parted spirits, and that tlieir loved 
ones on White Mountain were soon m 
possession of these proofs of their last- 
ing love and remembrance. 


"Under the influence of their agents 


the Mohaves have abandoned the an- 
nual sacrifice to the dead, and, except 
at NeedleS, off the reservation, It is 
not now observed."—Washington Let- 
ter in New York Sun.
